taken. Tbe old boots, a leather 
ing bag, a pair of spring scales, a

M. M. Morton, tbe Government 
agent; for the Digger Indians in this lo- 
cality, haa done all be oould for years 
to abolish the custom of burning and 
destroying the property left by de- 
file Indians keep themselves very 
poor by tbeir barbarous funeral cere- 
monies. Two year* ago, when old 
Chief Man-wah-pa died, tbe Diggei 
bnrned, slaughtered and bnried propel 
ty that would bave supported many 
ivage family. On tbe evening of th 
dead chief's burial a dozen horses wet 
and several acres of mesqnil 
beans that he and hi* squaws h*d on 
tivated were torn up and burnec 
Skins and blankets tbat he bad aeon 
mulated during forty years were 
bnried. 

Tbe Digger* cannot be induced 
risk everlasting ill-luck and disease in 
their future world among tbe moun- 
tains by withholding for use any prop- 
erty whatsoever that ootitribnted to 
tbe prosperity and happiness of tbe de- 
ceased.
